The French entered Meain and totally 
plundered it---they are flill at Furnes, where they 
are unloading the Englith llore hoales.---1n fact 
my dear Sir, it has been a total rout, almofl in its 
effe withoot example---happily the French con- 
fined themlelves to the plunder of Menin and 
Foroes, for had they come on here, not much 
would have been left for them to do.”
